BACE WAR AT THE S0CTIT. 


4 Kiot in Which One Hundred and Fifty Black* 


and a Dozen Whites are Killed. 


Wahalak, Miss., Dec. 17.—There 
was a 
terrible rio t a t this place last n ig h t, aud to ­ 
day twelve white inert and 150 negroes lie 
dead as a result. 
F o r a long tim e there has 
been m uch ill fueling between the whites and 
blacks here, which has been ag g rav ated 
by the im pertinence of the latter, und yes 
terd ay the tw o elem ents became iuvolved 
in 
a quarrel which ended iu g re at loss of life. 
The tact* as far as they can Ik; ascertained, 
are us follows: 
A negro and a white m an 
quarreled, and the negro was killed. 
This 
was an excuse for an assault, and the negroes 
im m ediately sw ept dow u upon the whites, 
who were g reatly outnum bered. 
Knowing 
th a t it would be a fight to death, the whites 
prepared to receive their black assailants, 
and when the b a ttle was ended it was found 
th a t twelve white men and over one hundred 
and fifty blacks had been killed. 
The only 
p articu lars to l»e had are as follows: 
Borne 
tw o m onths ago a white farm er living a tew 
mil*** from the utm ost desolate village, lost 
his gin house, to g eth er with eight o r ten 
bales of co tto n , by a fire, which was evident­ 
ly the work o fn n incendiary. 
Suspicion was 
at once directed to one of the negroes living 
in the vicinity, with whom the farm er had 
had som e trottt*le. 
The officers in the m ean­ 
tim e had l>een searching for evidence against 
the negroes. 
At a late hour, sufficient evi­ 
dence having been secured, one ofthe negroes 
was approached by on officer, who dem anded 
th a t he surrender. 
The negro been me fu ri­ 
ous and terribly, assuulte*! the officer, after 
which he m ade his escape. This a tta c k on 
an officer of the law aroused the indignation 
of the few white citizens in 
the neighbor­ 
hood, 
who 
orgaiiize<| 
them selves 
to 
capture, n o t to m ob the fugitive. The woods 
in the vicinity were scoured, b u t w ithout re 
suit . 
N ot a trace of him could l»e found Hnd 
it was decided by tin* posse to act in a l«»*|y 
and surround Ins premises 
They hail pro ­ 
ceeded only a few miles in the direction o fth e 
negroes house, when from an am bush came 
a deadly volley. 
Fifty well arm ed negroes 
com posed the inob. 
After every w h i t e m an 
Imd fallen to the ground the negroes dis

When the negroes were railed upon to stir 
render they refused to pay any a tte n tio n to 
the officer or his w arran t, and d e f ie d th*- law 
and the au th o rities, saying M aory should 
not Ik* arrested. 
Not satisfied with defying 
the law, they attack ed the offpcr and beat 
him 
u ntil he was inor«* dead 
than alive 
before they would allow him to go 
He n. 
turned to the tow n and sam uioned u posse 
of twelve white men, who proceeded a t once 
to the p oint where the negroes were fortified, 
to dem and the surrender nf M aury.

groes, however, had abandoned their house 
sa d secreted in the woods near-bv and n* the 
constable find his posse near«(f the house, 
they were fired u(K>n from the am bush.

BACE WAB AT THE SOETH. 


I Blot in Which One Kindred and Fifty Black* 


anti a Oozes Whiles are Killed. 


W ar a LAK, Miss., Dec. 17.—There was a 
terrible riot a t this place last night, and to­ 
day twelve white men and 150 negroes lie 
dead as a result. 
F or a long time there has 
been much iii feeling between the whites and 
blacks here, which haw been aggravated 
by the impertinence of the latter, und yes­ 
terday the two elem ents became involved 
in 
a quarrel which ended in g re at loss of life. 
The la d s as far as they can lie ascertained, 
are as follows: 
A negro and a white m an 
quarreled, and the negro was killed. 
This 
was an excuse for un assault, and thenegroes 
im m ediately sw ept down upon the whites, 
who were greatly ou in ii in tx* red. 
Knowing 
th a t it would be a fight to death, the whites 
prepared to receive their black assailants, 
anil when the b attle was ended it was found 
th a t twelve white men and over one hundred 
and fifty blacks had been killed. 
Tile only 
particulars to lie bud are as follows; 
Home 
tw o m ouths ago a white farm er living a few 
mile* from the almost, desolate village, lost 
hi* gin house, together with eight o r ten 
bales of cotton, by u fire, which was evident­ 
ly the work of an incendiary. 
Suspicion was 
at once directed to one of the negroes living 
in the vicinity, with whom the farm er had 
had some trouble. The officers in the m ean­ 
tim e had !>een searching for evidence against 
the negroes. 
At a late hour, sufficient evi­ 
dence having been secured, one oft he negroes 
was approached by un officer, who demanded 
th a t he surrender. The negro lieciirue furi­ 
ous and terribly, assaulted the officer, after 
which be mod* bis escape. This a tta ck on 
an officer o fth e luw aroused the indignation 
of the few white citizen* in 
the neighbor­ 
hood, 
who 
organized 
them selves 
to 
capture, n o t to m ob the fugitive, The woods 
in the vicinity were scoured, but w ithout re 
suit. 
Not a truce of him could lie found und 
it was decided hy the posse to net in a body 
aud surround In* premises 
They had p ro ­ 
ceeded only a few miles in the dire* tion of the 
negroes house, when from ail uirihtmh came 
a deadly volley. 
Fifty well Armed negroes 
composed the mob. 
After every white mnn 
had fallen to the ground the negroes dis 
|i*-r**d. 
The horror sire ken people 
have 
telegraphed for aid 


THE BATTLE 
W hen the negroes were called upon to sur 
render they refused to pay any a tten t! 
the officer or his w arrant, nm! defied th** law 
and the authorities, saying Maury should 
not I ie arrested.

If an animal is worth keeping over 
Winter, he is surely worth protecting 
from the cold. If lie is worth any 
feed at all, lie is worth keeping on 
liberal rations. 
If a farmer has so many animals 
that they can not all have the req­ 
uisite care and protection to secure 
profit, better sell off some now even 
at a sacrifice, it will pay in the end. 
The United States continues to im­ 
port sheep from England and ex­ 
change remarks that if the result is 
not that we will in a few years have 
more good English sheep than En­ 
gland has, indications are not to be 
trusted. 
Horses that have been clipped must 
be kept carefully blanketed when left 
standing in the cold or storm. 
All 
mud and dirt must be cleaned from 
their legs and fetlocks at night. 
Neglect of this is a prolific source ol 
scratches. 
The United States needs 
about 
twice the wool raised here annually. 
We have soil and climate adapted to 
supplying it, and of a superior quality. 
Is the amount of money it represents, 
a sum growing larger year by year, 
to slip through our fingers without a 
big effort to retain it? At the same 
time we want the mutton. 
Feed your horses regularly three 
times daily, but never over-feed. 
Water before feeding, but not while 
the horse is hot firoin work. Use the 
whip very little, and never when the 
animal shies or stumbles. 
Never 
leave a horse standing unhitched. 
It is the way to make them runaways. 
Do not storm and fret. Be quiet and 
kind, and the horse will be so too in 
most cases. 
As the weather becomes colder 
then1 is great danger of stunting pigs 
by feeding cold, sloppy food. The 
addition ol hot dishwater to the 
swill may not give much more food, 
but it may at the same time add con­ 
siderably to its nutritive value by 
raising the temperature. The bene­ 
fit from cooking food for hogs is 
partly if not entirely lost if it is not 
fed while warm. 
Animals of vicious habits should 
never Ik? used for breeding purposes, 
as vices are transmitted. By careful 
breeding in this resjiect the disposi­ 
tions of the animals can be partially 
controlled. < >f two colts, similar in 
disposition and sense, one may de­ 
velop into a steady and valuable 
family horse, while the other may be 
everything that is vicious, treacher­ 
ous and unsafe—ail because of a 
difference in the men handling them. 
The farmer who has a big straw 
stack has no excuse for allowing his 
sto< k to suffer by exposure to cold or 
storms. 
The animals themselves 
burrow holes in the stack and find 
shelter, if permitted to do so. But 
this is not best, as they may under­ 
mine the stack and be buried under 
it. With very little timber and plen­ 
ty ofstraw, however, rough but warm 
shelter ma v be provided at little cost 
except the labor. 
A writer for the Rural New-Yorker 
says that he never keeps poor sheep 
for b r e e d in g , Eut s e lls them for what 
ever they will fetch. ’’If a man keeps 
good ewes and a thoroughbred buck, 
I will venture to say he will have 
good lambs, and can make his sheep 
pay 100 per cent. I have done so, 
and others can do the same with the 
same care and attention.” 
He does 
not do it, however, by leaving his 
sheep to shift for themselves in scrub­ 
by j>astures and all sorts of weather.

collect ion of debts, a nd the ‘drummers’ 
had nil of that work to do. We 
traveled with old-fashioned valises 
which could lie used as saddle-bags 
when we had to ride horseback, and 
these were the receptables for what 
money we collected. 
It was some­ 
times pretty ticklish work stopping 
at lonely country taverns with sad­ 
dlebags filled w ith good hard money, 
Mexican five 
franc pieces, worth 
then about 05 cents, and gold and 
silver coin, but it had to Ik* done. 
I 
slept on the floor in a little tavern 
office one Winter’s night with my 
valise under my head for a pillow, 
containing over $1,500 cash. It was 
a hard pillow, but I felt safer with it 
there, and slept quite soundly. The 
drummers of to-day don’t know what 
hard traveling is. They should have 
frozen or half drowned or starved 
with us of the old school back in the 
‘50’s”—St. Louis Republic.

face. It was here I learned a lesson 
from a cook, and through which I 
have since acquired a snug fortune. 
My cook ate barely enough to sustain 
liie in a canary bird, and I inquired 
the cause of lack of appetite. He re­ 
plied that it was due to his being 
constantly employed about a hot fire, 
and remarked that if I would keep 
my restaurant red hot in winter my 
boarders would not consume one-half 
the amount of food. I tried theex-

deity, who faced the future while he looked 
back upon the past. The Romans offered 
him a cake of sifted meal with incense, salt 
and wine. Tho Hindus call the first day of 
the year ‘ the day of the Lord of Creation.” 
It is sacred to tho God of Wisdom, to whom 
they sacrifice male kids and wild deer, while 
they also celebrate the festival with ilium i- 
uations and general rejoicings. 
The Chineso began the New Y ear ubout 
the vernal equinox, and the festival ob­ 
served on the occasion is one of the most 
splendid of their religious festivities. 
All 
the people, including the Emperor, mingle 
in free and unconstrained intercourse, and 
unite in thanksgiving for mercies received, 
as well as in prayer for a genial season and 
an abundant crop. 
In Japan the day is 
spent in feasting and visiting. 
A curious custom among the Chinese on 
New Year’s Day is to write riddles on slips 
of paper, paste them on tho sides of a lan­ 
tern and hang them before tho doors; often 
offering rewards for their solution of pack­ 
ages of tea, bundles of fire-crackers, fans or 
pencils. 
People gather around them and 
try to solve them for sport. On that day, 
too, all the shops are closed and no busi­ 
ness is done for several days, except the 
selling of candies, sweetm eats and nuts. 
The families collect in their houses on New 
Year’s morning and make offerings to the 
household gods of rice, vegetables, tea and 
wine, with incense and candles. 
After the 
" g o d s” have consumed the spiritual es­ 
sence of the food, as they imagine, the 
family are at liberty to eat the merely earth­ 
ly and gross remains. 
Tliis ceremony; over, the day is given up 
to feasting and letting off fireworks. 
Chil­ 
dren and servants receive presents from 
the heads of the family, generally of money, 
which, if it consists of copper cash, most 
be strung on a red string, red being a sym- 
i bol of joy. Among the better classes fes­ 
tivities are kept up for fifteen days, and 
end with the " Feast of Lanterns,” when 
every variety of shape and style that the 
fertile imagination of the Chinese can con­ 
ceive, and paper and bamboo forced into, is 
presented in lanterns—round, square, flat, 
men, animals and monsters. Some roll over 
and over on the ground; others shaped like 
horses and coach, trnndle about on wheels. 
| Every house is brilliantly lighted, and every 
‘ body m the street with lanterns. 
And we 
may well imagine that a Chinese city is a 
gay sight at the end of the New Y ear’s cele­ 
bration. 
A t New Year's loyal sibjects of England 
present their sovereign with gifts accord­ 
ing to their means; masters to the serv­ 
ants, and friends and relatives to one 
another. In Paris, gentlemen frequently 
on calling New Year’s Day present little 
gifts of choice jewelry, or gloves done up 
and hidden In pretty boxes of bonbons. It 
was quite customary, and less than a cent 
ury ago, even in this country, for gentle­ 
men when calling on New Year's Day to 
have their po*-liets filleft with little cornu­ 
copias, or New Year’s boxes of confections 
in which, to the lady they would especially 
honor, some choice gift was hidden. And a 
| ring has been delicately tender' d in this 
j way by those too shy to speak their mind, 
j 
As s-K-iety in New Ams'ordain increased, 
ami the social circle grew larger, this mode 
of making New Year's calls had to be abol­ 
ished, or else every gentleman would have 
to have turned himself into a veritable 
Santa Claus, overload'd w»th cornucopias 
and various boxes of bonbons, not to show 
undue partiality, to say nothing of tho oner­ 
ous rxpenso. 
Among old superstitions of the day it was 
considered rather unlucky to leave any 
thing unfinished, for it was thought that 
"Lady Berchte”—a mystical spiritual being 
who has the oversight of spinners—was 
angered by this. The last day of tho year 
is sacred to her, and if she finds any flax 
left on the distaff that day she spoils it. 
It is raid that when the Romans conquered 
Britain some who came to fight remained to 
help civilize the barbarians and to teach 
them, among other things, the Roman way

H o w 
the 
Day 
la 
C elebrated 
T hroughout th e W orld. 


jjH E custom of cele­ 
brating the first day 
of the year by re­ 
ligious observances, 
as well as festal re­ 
joicings, 
long 
pre­ 
vailed among most of 
the ancient nations. 
The Jews, the Egyp­ 
tians, the 
Chinese, 
the Romaus and the 
M oham m edans, al­ 
though differing as to 
the time from which 
they reckoned the be­ 
ginning of tho year, 
all regard it as a day 
of especial interest. 
The early fathers— 
C h r y s o s to m , Am­ 
brose, Augustine and others—in reprobation 
of the immoral and superstitious observance 
of the pagan festival, prohibited for Chris­ 
tian use all festive celebrations, and di­ 
rected that the Christian year should, on 
the first day, be opened w ith prayer, fast­ 
ing and humiliation. The mandate, however, 
was but partially observed. The festal char­ 
acter of the day, generally speaking, was 
pertinaciously preserved, but the day was 
also observed as a day of prayer. 
And this 
character was more readily attached to it 
when the year began January 1, as it was 
the eighth' after the nativity of our Lord 
and held as commemorative of His circum­ 
cision. 
The Feast of the Circumcision was called 
the octave of Christmas as early as 487 
A. I)., and was instituted by Christians to 
commemorate the ceremony of the Jewish 
law to which Christ submitted. 
In the 
sixth century we find it became a solemn 
festival, the Council of Tours, iu 5(>G, or­ 
dering that the chant of Litanies on tho 
first of January shouid be in lieu of the im­ 
moral superstitious of the Fagans. From 
this date religious services have, moreqr 
less, formed a'part of the dav’s observance. 
About midnight in England and else­ 
where the bells were solemnly tolled as the 
old year was departing, then rang out still 
more joyous peals as the New \e a r was 
ushered in. 
Christian*, especially the fol­ 
lowers of Wesiev, have long held "midnight 
watch u*evi^ugs,” at which, besides prayer 
and p‘ *»»e, they review tno deeds of the 
past atid form new resolutions for the iu- 
comiug year. 
lu tb etttu ooi Nun»a FouipCm® this day 
w a s dedicated to Ju«**s, the double-faced 


of celebrating New Y ear’s Day, 
But as 
the people grew less savage, they invented 
additions of their own, of which there are 
many traces still to be found. 
But in all countries and at all times the 
principal way of celebrating this day seems 
to have been in feasting, calling and gift- 
making. And it certainly is a beautiful 
custom, this exchange of calls and souven­ 
irs, for they help strengthen the ties of 
kindred and friends and social intercourse. 
The making long-neglected calls, too, re­ 
news estranged hearts, and causes them to 
glow with kindly feelings as tho cordial 
wish for " A Happy New Y ear” is uttered. 
Therefore, we would long have this day 
observed among us, and not through indo­ 
lence and apathy become an observance of 
the past. One evil feature of the day, how­ 
ever, we wouul have abolished as not only 
useless but decidedly injurious, that is, of 
both freely offering and urging callers to 
partake of w iuoto drink health to the New 
Year, etc. A gentleman can not easily re­ 
fuse a lady’s request. And, when this is 
repeated from house to house, need we 
wonder at ttie result?—J. K. Bloomfield^ in 
N. Y. Observer.

The Romans offered 
him a cake of sifted meal with incense, salt 
and wine. Tho Hindus call the first day of 
the year “tho day of the Lord of Creation.” 
It is sacred to Hie God of Wisdom, to whom 
they sacrifice male kids aud wild deer, while 
they also celebrate the festival with illumi­ 
nations and general rejoicings. 
The Chinese began the New Year about 
the vernal equinox, and the festival ob­ 
served on the occasion is one of the most 
splendid of their religious festivities. 
All 
the people, including the Emperor, mingle 
in free aud unconstrained intercourse, and 
unite in thanksgiving for mercies received. 
as well as in prayer for a genial season aud 
an abundant crop. 
In Japan the day is 
spent in feasting and visiting. 
A curious custom among the Chinese on 
New Year’s I>uy is to write riddles on slips 
of paper, paste them on tho sides of a lan­ 
tern and hang them before tho doors; often 
offering rewards for their solution of pack­ 
ages of tea, bundles of fire-crackers, fans or 
pencils. 
People gather around them and 
try to solve them for sport. On that day, 
too, all the shops are cloned and no busi­ 
ness is done for several days, except the 
selling of candies, sweetmeats and nuts. 
Tho families collect in their houses on New 
Year’s morning and make offerings to the 
household gods of rice, vegetables, tea and 
wine, with incense ami candles. 
After the 
“ gods ” have consumed the spiritual es­ 
sence of the feod, as they imagine, the 
family are at liberty to eat the merely earth­ 
ly and gross remains. 
This ceremony;over, the day Is given up 
to feasting and letting off fireworks. Chil­ 
dren and servants receive presents from 
the heads of the family, generally of money, 
which, if it consists of copper cash, must 
be strung on a red string, red being a sym- 
I bol of joy. Among the better classes fes- 
| tivities are kept up for fifteen days, and 
end with the “ Feast of Lanterns,” when 
every variety of shape and style that tho 
fertile imagination of the Chinese can con­ 
ceive, and paper and bamboo forced into, is 
presented in lanterns—round, square, fiat, 
men, animals and monsters. Some roil over 
and over on tho ground; others shaped like 
horses and coach, trundle about on wheels.

HjHE custom of cele­ 
brating the first day 
of tho year by re­ 
ligious observances.

The Jews, the Egyp­ 
tians, the 
Chinese, 
the Romans aud the 
M oham m edans, al­ 
though differing as to 
the time from which 
they reckoned the be­ 
ginning of tho year, 
all regard it as a day 
of especial interest. 
The early fathers— 
C h r y s o s t o m , Am­ 
brose, August ine and others—in reprobation 
of the immoral and superstitious observance 
of tho pagan festival, prohibited for Chris­ 
tian use all festive celebrations, and di­ 
rected that tho Christian year should, on 
the first day, be opened witb prayer, fast­ 
ing aud humiliation. Tile mandate, however, 
was but partially observed. Tho festal char­ 
acter of the day, generally speaking, was 
pertinaciously preserved, but the day was 
also observed as a day of prayer. 
And this 
character was more readily attached to it 
when tho jear began January I, as it was 
the eighth* after the nativity of our Lord 
and beld as commemorative of His circum­ 
cision. 
The Feast of the Circumcision was called 
the octave of Christmas as early as 487 
A. I) , aud was instituted by Christians to 
commemorate the ceremony of the Jewish 
law to which Christ submitted. 
In the 
sixth century we find it became a solemn 
festival, Cie Council of Tours, in 5bG, or- 


of celebrating New Year’s Day. 
But as 
the people grew less savage, they invented 
additions of their own, of which there are 
many traces still to be found. 
But in all countries and at all times the 
principal way of celebrating this day seems 
to have been in feasting, calling and gift- 
making. And it certainly is a beautiful 
custom, this exchange of calls and souven­ 
irs, for they help strengthen the ties of 
kindred and friends and social intercourse. 
The making long-neglected calls, too, re­ 
news estranged hearts, and causes them to 
glow with kindly feelings as the cordial 
wish for “ A Happy New Y ear” is uttered. 
Therefore, we would long have this day 
observed among tis, and not through indo­ 
lence and apathy become aa observance of 
the past.

The Chinese began the New Year about 
the Vernal equinox, and the festival ob­ 
served on the occasion is one of the most 
splendid of their religious festivities. 
All 
the £>c* pie, including the Emperor, mingle 
in free and unconstrained intercourse, and 
unite in thanksgiving for mercies received, 
as w ell as in prayer for a genial season and 
an abundant crop. 
In japan the day is 
spent in feasting and visiting. 
A curious custom among the Chinese on 
New Y ear’s Day is to write riddles on slips 
of paper, paste them on the sides of a lan­ 
tern and hang them before the doors; often 
offering rewards for their solution of pack­ 
ages of tea, bundles of firo-erackers, fans or 
pencils. 
People gather around them and 
try to solve them for sport. On that day, 
too, all the shops are closed and no busi­ 
ness is done for several days, except the 
selling of candies, sw eetm eats and nuts. 
The families collect in their houses on New 
Year’s morning and make offerings to the 
household gods of rice, vegetables, tea and 
wine, with incenBe and candles. A fter the 
“ gods” have consumed the spiritual es­ 
sence of the food, as they imagine, tho 
family are at liberty to eat the merely earth­ 
ly and gross remains. 
This ceremonyjover, the day is given up 
to feasting and letting off fireworks. 
Chil­ 
dren and servants receive presents from 
; the heads of the family, generally of money, 
I which, if it consists of copper cash, must 
be strung on a red string, red being a sym- 
| bol of joy. Among the better classes fes­ 
tivities are kept up for fifteen days, and 
end with the “ Feast of Lanterns,” when 
every variety of shape and style that the 
fertile imagination of the Chinese can con­ 
ceive, and paper and bamboo forced into, is 
presented in lanterns—round, square, flat, 
men, animals and monsters. 8ome roll over 
and over on tho ground; others shaped like 
horses and coach, trundle about on wheels. 
Every house i# brilliantly lighted, and every 
body in the street with lanterns. And wo 
may well imagine that a Chinese city is a ! 
gay sight at the end of the New Year's cele­ 
bration. 
At New Year’s loyal sabject* of England j 
present their sovereign with gifts accord­ 
ing to their means; masters to the serv- | 
ants, and friends and relatives to one I 
another. In Paris, gentlemen frequently | 
on calling New Year's Day present little j 
gifts of choice jewelry, or gloves done up j 
and hidden in pretty boxes of bonbons.

|IIE custom of cele- 
^ 
brat ing tho first-day 
)■, 
of the year by re- 
^ 
lee us observances, 
as well as festal re­ 
joicings,

vailed among mo6t of 
the ancient nations. 
The Jews, the Egyp­ 
tians, the 
Chinese, 
the Romans and tho 
M oham m edans, al­ 
though differing a3 to 
the time from which 
they reckoned the be- 
_ _ _ 
ginning of tho year, 
- 
J 
’ • 
all regard it as a day 
of especial interest. 
The early fathers— 
C h r y s o s to m , Am­ 
brose, Augustine and others—in reprobation 
of the immoral and superstitious observance 
of the pagan festival, prohibited for Chris­ 
tian use all festive celebrations, and di­ 
rected that the Christian year should, on 
the first day, bo opened with prayer, fast­ 
ing and humiliation. The mandate, however, 
was but partially observed. The festal char­ 
acter of the day, generally speaking, was 
pertinaciously preserved, but the day was 
also observed as a day of prayer. 
And this 
character was more readily attached to it 
when the year began January 1, as it was 
the eighth after the nativity of our Lord 
and hold as commemorative of His circum­ 
cision. 
The Feast of the Circumcision was called 
the octave of Christmas as early as 4S7 
A. D., and was instituted by Christians to 
commemorate the ceremony of tho Jewish 
law to which Christ submitted. 
In the 
sixth century we find it became a solemn 
festival, the Council of Tours, in 506, or­ 
dering that the chant of Litanies on the 
first of January shouid be in lieu of the im­ 
moral superstitions of the Pagans. From 
this date religious services have, more or 
less, formed a part of the day’s observance. 
About midnight in England and else­ 
where the beils wero solemnly tolled as tho 
old year was departing, then rang out still 
more joyous peals as tho New Y car was 
ushered in. 
Christians, especially the fol­ 
lowers of Wesley, liare long held “midnight 
watch m eetings,” at which, besides prayer 
and praise, they review the deeds of tho 
past and form new resolutions for the in­ 
coming year.

It is sacred tr ib e God of Wisdom, to whom 
they sacrifice male kids and wild deer, while 
they also celebrate the festival w ith illumi­ 
nations awd general rejoicings. 
The Chinese began the New Y ear about 
the Vernal equinox, and the festival ob­ 
served tm tho occan.on is one of the most 
splendid of their religious festivities. 
All 
the (se*-pie, including the Em peror, mingle 
in free and unconstrained intercourse, and 
unite in thanksgiving for mercies received 
as well as in prayer for a genial season and 
aa abundant crop. 
Iu Japan the day is 
spent in feasting and visiting. 
A curious custom among the Chinese on 
New Y ear’s Day is to w rite riddles on slips 
of paper, paste them on Ute sides of a lan­ 
tern aud hang them before the doors; often 
offering rew ards for their solution of pack­ 
ages of tea, bundles of firo-crackers, fans or 
pencils. 
People gather around them and 
try to solve them for sport. On th at day, 
too, all the shops are closed and no busi­ 
ness is done for several days, except tho 
j selling of candies, sw eetm eats and nuts. 
' Tho families collect in their houses on New 
Y ear's morning and make offerings to the 
household gods of rice, vegetables, tea aud 
j wine, w ith incense aud candles. A fter the 
i “ gods” have consumed the spiritual es- 
s scnce of tho food, as they imagine, the 
family are at liberty to eat the merely earth­ 
ly and gross rem ains. 
This ceremony^ over, the day is given up 
to feasting aud letting off fireworks. Chil­ 
dren and servants receive presents from 
J the heads of the family, generally of money, 
which, if it consists of copper cash, m ust 
i be stru n g on a red string, red being a sym­ 
bol of joy. Among the better c la s s e s fes­ 
tivities are kept up for fifteen days, and 
end w ith the “ Feast of L anterns,” when 
every variety of shape and style th a t the 
fertile imagination of the Chinese can con­ 
ceive, and paper and bamboo forced iuto, is ! 
presented in lanterns—round, square, flat, i 
men, animals and monsters. Nome roll over j 
j aud over on the ground; others shaped like 
horses and coach, trundle about on wheels. 
. Every house is brilliantly lighted, and every , 
i body rn the street with lanterns. And we 
i may well imagine th at a Chinese city is a 
, gay sight at the end of the New Y ear's cele- j 
i bration. 
A t New Y ear’s loyal subjects of England j 
I present their sovereign w ith gifts accord­ 
ing to their m eans; m asters to the serv- j 
ants, and friends and relatives to one j 
another. In Paris, gentlemen frequently 
on calling New Y ear’s Day present little j 
gifts of choice jew elry, or gloves done up j 
and hi dden in pretty boxes of bonbons.

A. D., and w as instituted by C hristians to 
commemorate the ceremony of the Jew ish 
law to which C hrist subm itted. 
In the 
sixth century we find it became a solemn 
festival, Hie Council of Tours, in SGO, or­ 
dering th at the chant of Litanies on the 
first of January should be iii lieu of the im­ 
moral superstitions of the Pagans. From 
this date religious services have, more or 
less, formed a part of the day's observance. 
About midnight in England and else­ 
where the betis w ere solemnly tolled as the 
old year was departing, then raug^ out still 
more joyous peals as tho New \ ear was 
ushered in.
